1966 

(No. 12 of 1966 ) 
PROMULGATED BY THE PRESIDENT IN THE SEVENTEENTH YEAR OF 

THE REPUBLIC OF INDIA 
An Ordinance further to amend the Mineral Products Additional Duties 

of Excise and Customs) Act 1953 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This (Ordinance may be called the 
Mineral Products (Additional Duties of Excise and Customs) Amendment 
Ordinance, 1966 . 

(2) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Act 27 of 1958 to be temporarily amended . - During the period of opera 
tion of this Ordinance the Mineral Products (Additional Duties of Excise and 
Customs) Act, 1959 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have 
effect subject to the amendments specified in section - 3,

3. Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the principal Act, in sub 
section ( 1), in the Table, 

(a ) for items 2 , 3 and 4 and the entries relating thereto , the following 
shallbe substituted , namely: 
2. Kerosene 

One hundred and sixty rupees 

per kilolitre at fifteen degrees of 

Centigrade thermometer. 
3. Refined diesel oils and Two hundred and fifty rupees 
vaporizing oil 

per kilolitre at fifteen degrees 

of Centigrade thermometer. 
4. Diesel oil, not otherwise One hundred and fifty rupees 
specified 

per metric tonne." ; 
(b ) for item 6 and the entries relating to it , the following shall be 
substituted , namely : 

" 6. Asphalt and Bitumen One hundred rupees per metric 

as described in item tonne" .

S.O. 2773. - In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub -section (1) read 
with clauses (c ) and (e) of Sub-section (2) of Section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1965 (10 of 1965 ), the Central Government hereby (makes 
the following amendment to the Drugs Prices (Display and Control) Order, 
1966 , namely : 

1. This Order may be called the Drugs Prices (Display and Control) 
Amendment Order, 1966 . 

2. In the Drugs Prices (Display and Control) Order, 1966 . 
(1) for clause (f) of paragraph 2, the following paragraph shall be 

substituted , namely : 
(f) Wholesale price means the price ( including the Central and 

State excise duties but excluding all other taxes), for which a 
drug is sold by a manufacturer, importer or distributor of that 

drug to a dealer;

words the maximum retail price of that drug with the words
